Described In Von 
-Manstein Trial 


“ALLEGED TO HAVE 
SIGNED ORDER 


Hamburg, Aug. 30.—A description of “a scene 


of terrible extermination” was read here today to the - 


British court trying 6l-yéar old Field Marshal Fritz 
Erich Von Manstcin on war crimes charges. 

‘The Prosecutor, Mr Elwyn Jones, British Labour 
Member of Parliament, read the description of the 
shooting of Jewish refugees under an order, ne said, 
which was signed by Von Manstcin. 


The refugees had crossed the 
San River {nto Rusulan-occupled 
Poland in front-of the invading 


Germin armies, and. wanted to }- 


return home, but Von Manstein 
threatened to uso ‘force if 
necessary to stop them “floating 
back into. Upper Silesia across 
the San River,” the Prosecutor |* 
sald. 

Mr Jones read from a doct- 
ment entitled: “Germany's 
crimes in Polund,” which said: 
“The Gestapo stood on the bani 
and drove the Jews into boats. 
Mony did not get on board and 
were carried away by the 
current, 

“Women in tho water held 
their children above their heads 
to prevent them from drowning 
and sereamed for help, The 
Gestapo shot into the strugeling. 
mass of people. 

“The blood of those hit spurt- 
ed in all directions and coloured 
the river blood-red.” ~ 

The order, which was signed 
by Von Manstein, the prosecu- 


tion said, greatly strengthened 
gn order from tHe Supreme 
Army authorities of September 
20, 1030, declaring that the 
crossing by refugees of the San 
and other rlvers on the lne 
between the Sovict and German 
areas should be refused. 

“Von Man&tein's order,” Mr 
Jones 6ald, “made conditions far 
worse for Jewish and other re- 
fugees, and.showed that he was 
using his Initiative not to protect 
civillans, but to incite people 
against them."—Reuter.

» Two months ago Barsov was 
reported to be living In oa 
Brooklyn boarding house. 
Embassy sald he went to fis 
Consular division here on July 
26, sald he “repented of the 
offence committecd by him and 
wns appealing to tho Embassy 
with a request.to take him under 
{ts protection and return him to 
his native country.” 


The Embassy sald Barsov was 
given a parsport to return to 
Russia. It added that he re- 
turned to the Embassy , on 
‘August 17, stayed ‘about ° 90 
minutes and said he wruld re- 
turn later that evening or the 
following day. He-has not been 
seen since. .  ¢ 


Barsov had been staying at 
the Alturas Hotel here, but had 
not appeared there for some 
time, A spokesman at the 
hotel said Barsov left without 
‘paying his bill but left some 
things in his room.—United 
Press. .
